THE WAR,
LAST NIGHT'S DESPATCHES.

TROGREES OF THE INVESTMENT OF PARIS—DE-
TAILS OF THE LAST EFFORT AT ESCAPE OF THE
METZ GARRISON—TOTATL, PHURKIAN CAPTURES
EINCE THE BEGINNING OF THE WAR,

Panis, Sept. 28.—[Special to New York Tribune, |
—There have been two deputations to the Hotel de
Ville to interview the government with respect to
an armistice, One consisted of about 110 oMicers of
the [National Guard, mostly from l-‘nubourF St.
Auntoine and Du Temple, accompanied by a large
crowd, Having been admitfed to Salle da Troen,
they were received by the mayor of Paris and
Jules Favre. The latter’s reply Is not clear. He

. certaluly sald, “No shameful peace should be
concluded;” but whether, as some assert, he an-
ewered the officers thist “no portion of French soil
should be ceded," is not equally certain, Shortly
after this deputation had lett, another arrived from
republican elubs, It is stated that Favre's answer
Wt deputation was considered satisfactory.

Faubourg St. Antoine is full of people, and
from the tone of their observations on the war it
i# certain that if Favre concludes an armistice in-
volving any ceesion of territory there will be a
riging at once. i

Neakr Mu1z, Sept. 24.—[Special to New York
Herald, 'l—!'ln the evening ol the 224 evidence wis
obgerved of an unusual movement in the lines in
the southwest and north of the besieged fortress,

On the 24th a still more desporate attack was
lttemplcd. The French advanced in large bodies,
the infantry beluﬁ covered by artillery und cav-
alry, and covered by the cannons of the tort,
which opened fire. The French attacked vigor-
ously the left of the Prussian line, a little castof
the Thionville road.

At moon, on the 23d, thoss indications of an at-
tempt to break out were confirmed. Under cover
of the guns of the fort the Freuch sallied forth in
considerable strength against the Prussian right.
A vigorous attack and defence were made, the Prus-
siang taking the advantage of the woods. The
battle ranged from midday until 7 o'clock, when the
Germans, meeting supporis, assumed the defensive
and drove their engmies within their lines.

Hegiment after regiment fell In solid lineon the
defences of the Prussians, who stood like iron. Once
the French gained a temporary advaniage, carry-
ing the outwork of the Prussian lines and turning
the flank of another position, but were shortly
driven back, gallantly contesting every foot of
ground. At iength they were again forced to retire
under the forte. The thrilling display of stubborn
determination on both sides was never excelled.
Details of the result are yet unknown.

MeTrz Sept. 2.—[Special to the New York Tri-
bune.)—Since the week preceding Sunday a large
amount of provisions accumnulated at the city of
Luxemburg, at Bettemburg, ostensibly for trans-
portation to Saflalarch, for the German armles.
On the night of the 24th instant, at one o'clock,
the displaced rails between Luxemburg und Thion-
ville on the French side were replaced, and the
accumulated provisions of flour, rice, coffee and
sugar, londed In gixty wagons, two tons on éach,
drawn by two locomotives, were sent from Hettem-
burg into Thionville station, where they were re-
ceived by the French garrison, On Sunday morn-
ing the German troops lying south and west of
Thionville obwained knowliedge of the matter and
made an attack on the station, endeéavoring to de-

_ stroy the goods or prevent thelr unloading by can-
nonading. They were unsuccessful, as the station
iving west of Thionville was protected by the guns
of & battery at Malin-Grange. .

NOTES oF THE WAR.

The German continental papers give some
very interesting revelations of plans and inci-
dents connected with their hostile operations
in France.

The Gazette of Aix-la-Chapelle says of the
fortifieations of Paris: —

Between St. Denis and the Fort of Mont
Valerien is an opening of about ten miles,
and which was the nndefended place alluded
to in the report of the Minister of War on
the Sth of August, Steps are now being
taken to close it by r large work above the
railway station at Saint Clond. Without pre.
judging the road the Pmussians will take, we
think we are not mistaken in saying that our
first cannon balls will fall into the Bois da
| Boulogne and the Champs Elysees, The Ar
| de I'Etoile and the Avenue de 1'lmperatrice
will be reached by our four and six pounders,
| The siege artillery now emploved before
Metz and Strashurg will probably be free to
go and selute the Tuileries. The invading
force seems now to be working out this very
suggestion.

The New Hessian Gazolle, writing from
Konigsberg, states: —*‘In the battle of Metz
the soldiers of our {3d Regiment, as a protec-
tion against the continual showers of bullets
that the enemy poured upon them, fastened
| their knapeacks across their chests. After
| the battle many of them were convinced that
| these tactics had saved their lives. In them
| they found no small number of Lullets, which,
instead of striking them in the breast, had
only entered their calfskim®hirasses,”

Napoleon I1I is the seventh French sove-
reign deprived of his liberty by the fate of
battles. Louis le Debonnaire, in =20, was
confined by his sons, with his second wife,
Judith, in a monastery. In 846 Charles the
Bald was made prisoner by the revolted
nobles, John I -was made captive at the
battle of Poictiers. He delivered up his
sword to a Belgian knight, Denis de Mor-
becque. Louis XI was foreibly conducted
by Charles the Bold in the suite of the Bur-
gundian army, which was going to besiege
the Liegeois, the king's own allies. Francis
1 was made prisoner at the battle of Pavia,
Like !{iu{:;‘Julm. he gave up his sword to a
Belgian, Count de Lannoy, Viceroy of Naples,
Lastly, Napoleon I surrendered twice, in
1514 and 1515,

When the Parisian populace forced their
way into the Hotel de Ville a fine portrait of
the Emperor was on the point of leing de-
stroyed, but M. Gambetta caused it to be
turned against the wall and prevented vio-
lence, exclaiming, “‘It is useless,” TUnfortu-
nately such was not the ease with the portrait
painted by Horace Vemet, which surmonnted
one of the chimneys on the Salle du Trone.
This painting was torn to pieces, and a panal
in the hall of the Municipal Counecil, re re-
senting the Emperor handing to Baron Hauss-
mann the decree of annexing the snburbs of
Paris, was much lacerated. Such, apart from
a few benches and busts broken, was all the
damage doue at the Hotel de Ville. The li-
brary of the Municipal Conneil, as well as the
other adjoining compartments, were re-
spected, owing to the eiforts of M. Dardenne,
the librarian, and a few Nationul Guards,

The following incident shows the spirit
of the Parisians:—A woman belonging to the
environs had brought several sacks of pota-
toes to the central market. A customer pre-
gented himself, and asked, ‘‘How much the
boisseau (thirteen litres)?” “Four franes.”
“I offer you two francs fifty centimes.”
“Fifty sous! * * * T had rather give
them to the Prussians!"” At these words the
dealers around overwhelned the woman with
reproaches, and the crowd scattered the
potatoes over the pavement., The woman
called & policeman, but he did not act in the
matter, so that she lost her potatoes by the
rude justice of the people.

A romantic incident of the warfare in
Alsace took place in a small hamlet not far
from Wasselonne. A poor old woman lived
there with her two grand-danghters, aged
eighteen and twenty, and her grandson of
fifteen. During the evening of the 2lst two
Badese dragoons alighted at the house, called
for meat and drink, and ordered beds to be
prepared for them. The women were forced
to obey. When the soldiera had gorged them-
selves with food and wine, they commenced
playing with one of the girls; the young pea-
sant, seeing the danger to which her sister
was exposed, went up into the garret under
the pretext of feteching some sheets, took a
gun which bad belonged to her father, loaded
and mulked it, n;ad uﬁhen waited behind a 300(;;

r tly one o e dragoons rose and ad-
gam {owudn a sideboard to take some
wine, when she fired,fkilling him on the spot;
the other, terrified and believing in an attack,
| ruashed to the door, and jumping on his
horse, galloped off.

responding datum for the centrs of the
enrth, Men have gone down pita and mines
with thermometers, and found that the heat
increases at a certain rate; they have assnmed
that this rate is constant, and thns hav
arrived at a probable figure for the tempera-
ture of the earth's fliery heart. Bat this
comed out thius so enormous that one cannot
believe it, Four hundred thousand dagrees
on the Fahrenheit thermometer is rather too
great a warmth to be coolly accepted. It is
three times as hot as the sun, mecording
to the determination just alluled to,
which finds that the solar furnacs wonld raise
a thermometer—could one be applied—to
120,000 degrees. Mind, this is not a gness;
it is a deductiop from the facts that eertain
gee flames are blazing under certain con-
ditions in tke sun, and that the temperatares
at which these gases flame under similar con-
ditions upon the earth are known or are cal-
oulable. The figure is approximately, if not
abrolntely, correct; no donbt it is far nearer
the truth than the conjectural earth-centre
heat. A long mathematical and physical in.
vestigation was required to find the sun-heat,
the credit for making which is due to one
Zoller, nan Austrian astronemer of high
repute,
